COLLISION AT FAIRVIEW. 


FOUR ACTIONS FOR DAMAGES. 


eT MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 
our actions to recover damages for “ 
sonal injuries received in a collision at Pair. 
view, Dublin, were listed for hearing. The 
defendants were Mr. T. O’Brien, the baas 
and manager of the Excellence 'Bus Service, 
and the Dublin United Tramways Company, 
The plaintiff in the case taken for hearing in 
the first instance was Mrs. Elizabeth Little, 
a resident of Baldoyle, and the wife of Mr. 
F L, Little, a partner io the well-knowa 
Dublin solicitors’ firm of Messrs, Little and 
Cullen, 64 Dawson street. She alleged that 
while travelling in a "bus from Baldoyle to 
Dublin the vehicle came into collision with a 
tramcar at Fairview, through the negligence 
of the drivers in the management and con- 
trol of the "bus and the tramcar, and as a 
result “ig that “a “a she received severe 

rsonal injuries. In respect of these she 
claimed £4,000 damages. 

Mr. O'Brien, in hig defence, denied the 
alleged negligence, and pleaded that the cn!- 
lision occurred through the negligence of the 
Tramways Company, who, on their part, 
denied vegligence, and contended that the 
accident was caused through the negligence 
oi the proprietors of the "Bus Service. 

Mr. V. Rice, K.C., who, with Mr. Rearden, 
K.C,, and @r. Marnan (instructed by Messrs. 
Little and Cullen), appeared fo: the plain- 
tiff, said that the accident arose through the 
negligence of both defendants, between whom 
he had no doubt there would be a conflict 
of evidence as to their liabilities for the 
occurrence If either driver had taken ordi- 
nary care the accidegt could not have oc- 
curred. On September 3rd last Mrs. Little, 
the plaintiff, had joined the "bus as a passen- 
ger at Baldoyle for Dublin, and emerging 
from the Howth road, near Fairview. the 
"bus and a tramcar collided. Mrs. Little 
received severe injuries, and wus under treat- 
ment in a Dublin hospita! for a considerahle 
period; but she was unable to tell how the 
accident occurred, as she had been rendered 
unconscious. In the accident she received a 
comminuted fracture cf the leg concussion of 
the brain, a wound on the forehead, and 
nervous shock. She was now suffering from 
nervousness and insomnia, and found it 
extremely difficult to get up the stairs of her 


house. 
DEFINING LIABILITY. 


Mr. Justice Hanna said that he thought 


that this case was being tried with a view to 
defining the question of liability, and the 
in each suit would be assessed

. Rice replied in the affirmative, but

: 'BUS OWNER'S CASE. 

Evidence in regard to alleged negligence 
having concluded, 

Mr. Denning opened the case on behalf of 
the defendant, O’Brien. He admitted, he 
said, that the plaintiff was entitled to recover 
from someone because of her injuries, in con- 
nection with which there was undoubtedly 
wegligence, and the important question for 
the jury to decide was to which of the drivers 
was the negligence due. He denied that the 
negligence was on the part of the bus com- 
pany. The tram, he contended, went ahead 
into the ’bus, and the force was so great that 
two of its wheels left the rails. Had the 
driver of the tram exercised right and reason- 
able precautions the accident could -have been 
avoided. 

The hearing of the action had not concluded 
at the rising of the Courl and was adjourned 
until to-day, 


THE ERNE FISHERY 
CASE 


JUDGMENT FOR PLAINTIFFS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE vOHNSTON.) 
Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
action which was brought by Major R. J. 
Moore, of “The Cliff,” Ballyshannon, and 
other members of the Erne Fishery Company 
against a number of local fishermen and the 
Attorney-General of the Irish Free State, 
representing the general public. The plain- 
tiffs sought a declaration that they are. 
entitled to a several fishery in the tidal 
portion of the River Erne from the falls of 
Asseroe at Ballyshannon to the bar at Bally- 
shannon under a Landed Estates Court con- 

veyance of 11th March, 1869. 

The defendanis denied that the plaintiffs 
were entitled to the several fishery claimed, 
and pleaded that the public had an in- 
defeasible right to fish in the portion of the 
river referred to. 

the course of his judgment, which 
occupied two hours, Mr. Justice Johnstcn 
analysed the many documents that had keen 
referred to during the hearing of the action. 
In 1869, he said, in consideration of the pay- 
ment of £45,250, Samucl Maxwell Alexander 
and others, as tenants in common, obtained a 
Landed Estates Court grant of the Erne 
fishery from the representative of Thonias 
Connolly, owner and petitioner, The present 
plaintifis claimed to be the successors in title 
of the grantees of the 1869 conveyance, and 
there was no doubt that since that date the 
plaintifis had enjoyed the exclusive right of 
fishing in the specified portion of the Erne. 
The present action originated in an occurence 
which took place in June, 1925, when a 
number of the special defendants entered 
upon the tidal waters of the Erne at Bally- 
shannon and fished therein from a boat. The 
rties were prosecuted, but the District 
Justice held that a question of title was in- 
volved. The result of these proceedings was 
that the plaintiffs failed in their efforts to 
assert their rights, and as a consequence the 
defendants and others entered upon the 
fishery and took fish. This step was taken 
after notice had been given to the fishery

In these circumstances, said Mr. Justice 
Johnston, the special defendants were 
either members of the public who had 
exercised their rights of fishing in 
tidal waters in which there was not 
and neyer had been a several and exclusive 
fishery, or they were mere trespassers. If 
they were the foymer, anything that happened 
or did not happen since 1869 could not be of 
any importance. If they were the latter, 
then any technical defects in the plaintiffs’ 
title could scarcely disentitie the plaintiffs to 
at least a substantial portion of the relief 
that they claimed. 

dhe question of the existence of an exelu- 
sive right of fishing in tida] waters was ulti- 
mately dependent upen the provision of 
Article 16 of Magna Charta. His lordship 
uoted the words of Article 16 of Magna 
Charta, and went on to cite authorities in 
which was set out the modern law about the 
construction and the scope of operation oi 
this clause of the Great Charter. 

Haying asceriained the pri: ciple upon which 
an exclusive right of fishing was founded, his 
lordship discussed the varicus documents of 
title upon which the plaintiffs reiied, and 
also relerred to the Brehon laws as affecting 
fisherics. It was, in his view, he HY 
entirely futile for the defendants to attempt 
to show that the Ffolliott, grant of lands and 
fisheries of August, 1639, did not come within 
the seope of the legislation which enacted 
that the King was in the actual and real 
teisin and possession of u good, lawiul, inde- 
feasible sal absolute estate in the heredita- 
ments in Counties Donegal and Fermanagh 

In his lordship’s opinion, Thomas Fiollott 
acquired, possibly by virtue of the Act of 10 
Charles First, certainly by virtue of the Act 
of 15 Charles First, an indefeasible Parlia- 
mentary title which could not now be yn 
peached either by the Government or the 
public of the Irish Free State. ‘The deien- 
dants had relied very strongly on the fact 
that the Fiojliott grant and lands were not 
set out In VPynnar’s Survey. As to that 
mutter it must be recoliected that Pynnar 4 
mandate was not one to take a census of the 
Ulster: planters and their lands, but mercly 
one to report to the Government to what 
extent the planters had observed the terms 
and conditions of the plantation. Further, the 
survey was made between December, 1618, 
and March, 1619, before either of the grants 
had been made to the Ffolliotts. 

Concluding, his lordship regretted that his 
judgment had proved to be so very long. 
but, said that in view of the very important 
issues Of jaw and tact that were raised in the 
course of the hearing, which lasted for 
twenty days, and mm justice to the parties and 
the eminent counsel who represented the 
parties, he had found it impossible to shorten 
il. There were a few other matters that 
were discGssed during the hearing to which he 
had not alluded, but he hoped that the parties 
would accept his assurance that he had con- 
sidered all the arguments to the best of his 
aoility. and he tncught that his views as to 
most, if not ail, Gi them would be tound 
implicit in his generai conclusions. He fully 
recognised and appreciated not only the 
enthusiasm, but ajs the sincerity, that 
actuated the defenauants atid those who were 
assisting them, but the responsibility rested 
with the Court, and he must remember that 
ancient Jandmarks cannot lightly be removed. 
That was a proposition that went far behind 
Magna Charta. So far as the evidence went, 
no effective claim to ibis fishery was made 
on behalf of the public until 1925, and the 
case that the defendanis made now was no 
more than what Lord O'Hagan called 
plausible antiquarian apeculation, which had 
Leen placed before the Court by advocacy of 
the highest order. On the other hand, the 
plaintifis and their predecessors, as his lord- 
ship was satisfied, had been in exclusive pos- 
session of this fishery for centuries, and then 
title originated under circumstances that 
could not now be questioned, ‘There must, 
therefore, be judgment for the plaintiffs in 
the terms of the statement of claim, with 
costs against both sets of defendants.

SCHOOL TEACHER’S APPEAL, 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The defendant in the case of Bohane v, 
Driscoll appealed from an order and judg- 
ment of Mr, Justice Hanna and Mr, Justice 
O'Byrne in favour of the plaintiff on appeal 
from a decree of Circuit Judge Kenny at 
Skibbereen, Co. Cork, for the plaintiff for 
£40 damages for personal injuries, alleged to 
have been sustained Reviatl the negligence 

of the defendant. 

The civil hill action had been brought by 
Margaret Bohane, a _ schoolgirl,, aged six 
vears, suing by her father, Peter Bohane, 
farmer, of Kilderry, Skibbereen, Co. Cork, to 
recover £5300 damages from the defendant, 
Cornelius. Driscoll, principal teacher of 
Tragumna Boys’ National School, for injuries 
sustained on the 3rd of March, 1926, by 
reason of the defendant having, as alleged, 
carelessly and negligently left a fire in the 
school unguarded, with the result that she 
was so severely burned and injured in health 
that she was confined for eighteen months in 
hospital. In his defence, Mr. Driscoll, who 
has since resigned, denied the \alleged negli- 
gence, and pleaded that he was entitled ‘to 
— protection of the Public Authorities Act, 
B93, 


In the Court below the judges dismissed 
defendant's appeal from the Circuit Court, 
and increased the amount of the damages 
from £40 to £150. ' 

Ihe grounds of the present appeal were 
that the decree and judgment were against 
the evidence and the weight of evidence: 
that the civil bil! should have been dismissed 
with costs, and that the High Court judges 
misdirected themselves in holding that the 
defendant was guilty of negligence; and that 
they had no jurisdiction to increase or vary 
the amount of damages awarded hy the 
Cireuy, Judge in the absence of any notice 
by the plaintiff in lieu of or by way of cross, 
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' it was sated that there were two schools 
at the place mentioned, the defendant being 
teacher in the boys’ school and Miss Daly im 
the girls’ and junior school immediately 
adjoming. There was a doorway between 
the two schools, and at luncheon hour the 
girls were accustomed to come into the boys’ 
school and sit or stand beside the fire there 
There was a wire screen on the fireplace 
generally, but it was apparently net there 
as usual on the date specified, when flame 
from the fire was blown out and caught the 
plaintiff's clothing. The defendant was mot 
in the school when the accident occurred.

An action came on for hearing in which 
Gretta Vize, of Upper Rowe street, Wexford, 
as widow end administratyix of the personal 
estate of the late Charles Edward Vigze, 
photographer, on behalf of herself and her 
lamily, claimed £5,000 damages against 
Hugh McGuire, of Upper Rowe street, Wex- 
ford, for the death of her busband, caused 
by the alleged negligence of the defendant 'p 
the driving of a motor car, in which her 
husbend was a passenger, í.om Wexford to 
Rosslare on the i7th of July, 1927, 

[t was steted that the car collided with a 

tree or wall and overturned, the plaintiff's 
husband being killed. The deceased man 
carried on an extensive business as a photo- 
grapher, and was employed as manager of 
the Cinema Palace, Wexford. His income 
from such sources amounted to £700 per 
annum. 
The defence was a traverse and a plea that 
the accident was the resnlt of the bursting 
of the tyre of the left rear wheel of the car 
when passing three cyclists, which caused the 
car to skid and eet out of control. The 
accident occurred in endeavouring to avoid 
running into the three evclists.

WARNING VOICES IN GALWAY 
AND WATERFORD, 
Dissentient. voices were raised at meetings 
of the Waterford Corporation and the Galway 
Urban Council yesterday, when it was pro- 
posed that a boycott of Northern Ireland 
should be enforced as a reprisal for the 

arrest of Mr. de Valera. 

No suggestion of boycott was made in the 
resolution adopted at Waterford, but the 
Galway Council’s motion called for its im- 
position “ until such. time as there is a 
satisfactory settlement between North and 
South.” 

At the latter meeting, Mr. Gilbert Lynch, 
a former Labour member of Dail Eireann, 
although he supported the resolution, did not 
think the boycott feasible. It was not by 
bullying, he said, that they would do it, 
but by making the Northern people realise 
that they had one common citizenship with 
the people of the Free State and that they 
were one common family. 

Mr. Lee said that steps already had been 
taken in Galway towards the boycott, and 
merchants in the city had cancelled orders 
with Belfast firms, even by wire. As regards 
getting in the North, he thought that their 
greatest weapon was the boycott. 

NATIONAL LEAGUE VIEW. 

At the Waterford meeting, over which the 
Mayor presided, Councillor Jacob, as a repre- 
sentative of the Chamber of Commerce, said 
that he did not wish to oppose the motion, 
but the business community could scarcely 
see how Mr. de Valera’s arrest affected them: 
it was purely a matter between the two 
Governments concerned.

Y ESTERDAY the British Industries 
' Fair was opened simultaneously in 
Birmingham and London. A child of 
recent birth, already a lusty infant and 
well along the road to rival its great fore 
runners of Leipzig, Lyons and Frankfort- 
on-Maine as an exhibition of the industry 
of a nation, it springs from honoured and 
ancient stock. There were fairs in Greece 
in its heyday, where the traders of Delos 
and Delphi exchanged and bartered their 
goods for days on end, and, when trading 
was done, repaired in the Jong and bright 
nights to the arena, there to witness. 
sometimes to participate in, Olympic 
Games, No Greek fair, indeed, was com- 
plete. without its games. Then the 
religious festivals and the fairs had points 
in common; traders combined their 
business with piety and ~ecreation. 

Long before the Greeks tl Egyptians 
had fairs of a kind. Whenever and 
wherever trade was a factor of existence, 
indeed, there too would be fairs. Even 
the Ineas of Peru had their trading 
marts, and great fairs were held three 
times a month in the most populous 
centres of the country. 

Thev were patronised almost exclusively 
by the agricultural populations, who 
brought their produce to market, as is 
done in the country to this day. They 
took back with them the manufactured 
necessaries for their homes—wondrous and 
utilitarian metal wave, gold and silver 
cups and plates and goblets—for which 
the Incas were noteworthy. While, how- 
ever, the primary object of the fair was 
its trading, the recreative side, a feature 
which has always distinguished the fair 
from the ordinary market, Was |by no 
means neglected. Rather, indeed,‘was it 
encouraged. It was in Mexico, however, 
that the American fairs really came into 
their own. There in all the chief cities 
a fair was held on-every fifth day. 

The honour of receiving the first roval 
charter for a fair belongs to Paris. In 
the early part of the seventh century the 
monks of St. Denis were vranted a charte) 
to trade by Dagobert, whose attention was 
drawn by the business-like monks to the 
enormous opportunities for trading pre 
sented by the creat CONCOULSES of 
worshippers who daily visited the famous 
shrine to pray. The charter was granted 
to enable business to be transacted within 
the ecclesiastical precincts, and in such 
fashion arose the medieval custom 
whereby nearly all the charters for fairs 
were granted to ecclesiastics. The fairs of 
St. Denis were held always on a saint's 
day, and lasted for three days. Un 
fortunately, they attracted many wun- 
desirable elements, and when the fair, as 
was often the case, was held in the church- 
yard, piety, it was felt, was being unduly 
strained. Ultimately, the converting of 
the ehurcehyvard into a fairground was 
piohibited by statute. 


PIE-POWDER COURTS. 


Some idea of the nature and character 
of these early fairis can be vleaned from 
the circumstance that every one had a 
specially appointed court for the purpose 
ot settling trade disputes, called in 
kngland ' pie-powder courts,’’ from the 
cld Fiench pied poudré (dusty foot). The 
judge was usually the steward of the Jord 
of the manor in whose grounds the fair 
was held. Sometimes he was the owner of 
the tolls, but, whatever his status outside 
of his official duties, his primary concern 
was the administration of summary 
justice for ‘all commercial injuries 
sustained in his market or fair, 
Agerieved purchasers thus tad recourse to 
the ' pie-powder’”’ court. Disputants laid 
there cases before the judge and abided 
by his ruling. An equality of trading 
thereby was achieved which, when one 
remembers the character of these early 
fairs, hardly seems synonymous with the 
tern 

Most Furopean sovereigns encouraged 
fairs, and took a lively interest in their 
Behind much cf their solicita- 
tion, however, lay the personal factor, 
since fairs promoted trade and trade 
meant a swelling of the finances in the 
Treasury, in which more than one English 
King took a personal interest out of 
proportion to his royal duties. Otto the 
Great was an exception. His aim was 
the honest promotion of trade for the wel- 
Ínve of his subjects, anc in the tenth 
century he pronounced a strict ban-on all 
breakers of the peace, abolishing even the 
right of private feud, in order that his 
fairs might be conducted on orderly lines. 
In the fourteenth century, when the great 
fair of Frankfort-on-Maine applied for its 
charter, the Emperor Charles IV. 
included the: pleasing proviso that all 
fairgoers should be free from arrest and 
exempt from imperial taxes during the 
fair as well as for eighteen days before 
and after—so anxious was he that nothing 
should hinder the free passage of trade. 


A CURIOUS ANOMALY. 


So. through the centuries .the fairs of 
Ikurope prospered, as much through the 
kindly offices of Throne and Church as 
from the endeavours of the traders; but 
in England there was a curious anomaly. 
Valuable as the fairs were for the purpose 
of international trading, and prosperous 
as they rendered the town in which they 
were held, the local shopkeepers frequently 
had cause to eve them with disfayour, 
Often, indeed, through lack of business 
they were compelled to put up the shutters 
during the period when the fair was on 
When, like the great fair held on St 
Giles’s Hill, near Winchester, the fair 
lasted for sixteen days the heartburning 
thereby occasioned can be imagined, 
especially when reinforced by a Parlia 
mentary decree that shopkeepers should 
not compete with the Winchester fair 
The Winchester fair was no ordinary fair 
On the eve of St. Giles the city gates were 
handed over to the bishop, who was lord 
of the fair, and who appointed a mayor. 
bailiff and coroner of his own, thus 
acquiring the power of the regular city 
officers for the ‘‘ duration.’’ 

The amount of trading transacted at a 
really big fair in the early centuries was 
enormous. Most of the creat countrv 
houses depended on fairs for the purpose 
of laying in their stock of necessaries 
Frequently they took a vear’s supp'y 
renewed the hardware goods, and | 
whatever new fancled utilifaiian 
there happened to be.

Perhaps it is 
this lady who was responsible for the 
epithet that Dublin still enjoys. 


Belfast’s St. Moritz.

A New Donn Byrne Book. 


Mr. T. P. O’Conncr contributes an 
introduction to ‘‘Ireland, the Rock 
Whence I was Hewn,’’ a little book by 
thi® late Donn Byrne, which is published 
today (Sampson Low, 5s. net). He tells 
how he met the young novelist and was

Mr. Mortished returned to 

Ireland shortly afterwards and took an 

active interest in the co-operative and 
Labour movements. 

In the political controversies that raged 
between 1916 and 1921 he was a leading 
advocate of a settlement of the Irish ques- 
tion on the lines of Dominion status. On 
the acceptance of the Treaty of 1921 his 
deep study of political and constitutional 
problems marked him out inevitably for 
membership of the Constitution Com. 
mittee, and he was lent to the drafting 
body as its working secretary. When that 
task was finished he was first choice as 
secretary of the Free State’s bureau in 
preparation for the Boundary Com- 
mission, but he preferred to retire from 
the Civil Service to take over the direction 
of the staff work of the Labour Party. 

Mr. Mortished is an exceptionally well- 
informed controversialist, and one of the 
most methodical and hardest worked 
among our public men. He has made 
himself a master of French, Jerman and 
Esperanto, has some knowledge of Irish, 
and has few rivals in handling statistics, 
which he studied in a special course at 
the London School of Economics. 

Mr. Mortished is a keen student of 
literature and the drama, and is married 
into the family which has given Mr. 
Arthur Shields and Mr. Barry Fitzgerald 
to the Abbey Theatre. 


Larne and its History. 


Few men know more about the history 
and folklore of Larne than Dr. S$. 
Hill, the Chairman of the Larne Urban 
Council, and in his recent lecture to the 
members of the Belfast Naturalists’ Fiel 1 
Club he elucidated many points of local 
interest which had previously been 
obscure. 

Latl.arina derives its name, so tradition 
records, from an ancient King of Irelan, 
who is reputed to have had 25 sons. On 
the division of his kingdom he gave to one 
son, named Lathar. the district extending 
from Larne to Glenarm, which subse- 
quently took the name Latharna. 

The Larne coat-of-arms forms a link 
between past and present, for it was 
modelled on a fully rigged barque belonz- 
ing to Mr. Thomas Dixon, whose grand- 
son, Sir Thomas Dixon, was Lord Mayor 
of Belfast from 1901 to 1905 and who four 
years ago was appointed H.M. Lieutenant 
for Belfast. 


Unemployment in Canada. 


Unemployment in Ireland and in Great 
Britain is a sore grievance to many 
thousands of workmen and their families. 
Emigration to the United States or to 
Canada is often suggested as a remedy of 
a kind. I have received a copy of the 
Toronto Telegram of the 26th of January 
which contains a report that might be 
taken as a warning by those who are con- 
templating emigrating to Canada. It is 
headed: ‘‘ Weary job-seekers find renewed 
hope after a visit to soup kitchen—as 
many as 200 served.’’ It describes how a 
young man of respectable appearance, who 
obviously had seen better days,,as he filed 
out of the Salvation Army Soup Kitchen, 
wa: heard to say: ‘‘ That was a God-send. 
Now I can muster up sufficient energy to 
tramp round the town to find a job, if 
there is such a thing.” The article goes 
on: “ Two hundred cold and hungry men, 
some chatting idly, but mostly gazing 
vacantly before them, seemingly hopeless, 
were waiting for a ticket which enabled 
them to get a bow] of soup and some 
bread, which was probably the only meal 
they would have that day to sustain them 
in the fight to find employment and keep 
body and soul together. Many of the 
men came from out of town. Thrown out 
of employment they came to Toronto, 
because there was more chance of picking 
up the odd job. Major White, who 
manages the Salvation Army social 
department, stated that in conversing with 
some of the unfortunate men he came 
across various types. One man had been 
a stockbroker, another was an ex- 
minister of the Gospel; two others were 
accountants. Many of the men seemed 
absolutely hopeless, tired of tramping for 
work, but this bowl of soup sure puts 
heart into them and gives them new life 
to battle afresh.”’ 

It is not, to say the least of it, an 
attractive picture; but it shows that there 
are places other than Ireland where stark 
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unemployment prevails.

FINE PERFORMANCE OF 
BRAHMS SONATA.

Tue ‘cellist Cassado won further favour 
yegterday. His first appearance at Balls 
bridge some time ago had revealed a per- 
former of great technical brilliance, and, 
what is more, of uncommon power of expres 
sion by means of his instrument. With him 
again on this occasion was Madame Gulietta 
von. Mendelssohn Gordigiani, who 1s not 
merely a sympathetic accompauist, but, as 
occasion demands, a talented partner in 
chambef music for ‘cello and pianoforte. 


Cassado 


Brabms sonata, which afforded a splendid 
climax to a programme consisting wholly of 
sonatas. ‘This particular sonata 1s one of the 
finest compositions of Brahms, and if nothing 
else of his were remembered would suffice to 
keep his name high in the annals of music, 
Kvery page of it shines with beautiful ideas, 
and the texture of the music is exquisitely 
woven. 

it must be granted, however, that one is 
rarely privileged to hear it A gas. so glowing 
an interpretation as we had yesterday from 
Cassado and Madame Gordigiani. Theirs was 
un exceptionally fine duet performance. 
Before writing the sonata Brahms had given 
special attention to the capabilities of the 
‘cello, and he wrote for the instrument a 
part that is not only a challenge to the 
technical skill of the best masters of ’cello 
playing, but also a vehicle for instrumental 
expression in its highest form. It is a large- 
scale work, each of its four movements hav- 
ing considerable importance. The classical 
succession of movements is followed, a 
specially beautiful adagio occupying second 
place, while the third movement is a charac. 
teristic Brahms development of the customar 
scherzo and trio. As in many other of his 
works, he is here far away from the old 
joking spirit of the scherzo form, and yet 
gives the movement a character of its own. 

Cassado has unly to play the ‘cello part 
of this sonata anywhere to establish his 
reputation as one of the most brilliant 
‘cellists of our time.: His fine free bowing is 
a conspicuous part of his technical accom- 
plishment; but, indeed, he shows perfect 
command of every device. More impressive 
still, however, is the spirit of his playing, as 
exhibited in the shapeliness of his phrasing, 
the boldness of his strokes, the firm intention 
behind every nuance and inflection, and the 
subtle use of the tone which he draws from 
the ‘cello with a rare variety and power. 

At the afternoon recital, at which the 
Brahms sonata was played, there was a large 
audience, and the performance aroused great 
enthusiasm. Madame CGordigiani’s.share was 
secondary only for the reason that it is less 
rare to hear ES of her guality than it is 
to find a ‘cellist of Cassado’s eminence. Her 
playing in the Brahms sonata especially was 
all that the music deserved ; bu aa it was 
largely due to her that we were able to 
recognise what a glorious work it is, not 
only as an opportunity for the skilled ’c-llist 
to display his prowess, but also as a 
balanced and richly studded example of 
chamber music in an advanced development 
of classical form. 

In the earlier part of the programme Cas. 
sado and Madame UGordigiani had shown 
their understanding of a more formal style of 
music, und the ’cellist’s work especially had 
aroused admiration; but the memory of this 
recital must be connected specially ‘with the 
Brahms performance.

Metropole Cinema; but the producer, Ernst 
Lubitsch, has presented his story in such 
fashion as to leave no room for illusions on 
the matter. He demonstrates that kings and 
princes are in many respects less free than 
the humblest of their subjects and that in 
their personal feelings they have to bend 
before stern duty and tradition. From the 
earliest years the iron oi discipline is applied. 
It is seen in the case of the young Karl 
Heinrich, the Student Prince of the story. 
Heir-apparent to the Throne at the age of 
eight, he is regarded with envy by the school- 
boys and girls of Karlsburg, while he himself 
looks from afar with envy at their care-free 
lives. His only real friend is his tutor, Dr. 
Juttner, who enters into all his amusements 
with the heart of a child. 

The spirit in the youth, however, is wonder- 
ful, and he fights hard against the disciplinary 
machine. The great change in his life comes 
when he, with his old tutor, is sent to the 
University of Heidelberg. The gay life of 
the old university town and the friendships 
he forms make him forget his royalty. He 
becomes as one of the crowd and wins wide 
popularity everywhere, not as a Prince, but 
as a congenial companion and good fellow. 
He meets and falls in love with his innkeeper's 
daughter, and, the affair, born of the spring 
and early flowers, develops with the season. 
A chance remark as to his future, however, 
brings home to him his position, and with it 
comes the sha’-w that falls across their love, 
and makes him realise that the girl can never 
be his Queén, 

Then he is summoned back to Karlsburg, 
where his uncle dies and the reins of Govern- 
ment pass into the hands of the young King. 
He finds it hard to forget Heidelberg and the 
loving girl and gay companions he has left 
there, but, returning for one day to the old 
scenes, he finds all changed. His boon com- 
panions, the Corps Saxonia, formerly care- 
free and boisterous and treating him as one of 
themselves, now receive him with all the 
deference and respect due to their King, 
teaching him that his subjects are keenly 
alive to the relative positions. Only the girl 
is unchanged. She loves him as ever, but 
recognises the futility of it, and they take a 
last farewell. That is the tragedy for them: 
they have loved and lost. 

The work is produced with all that 
thoroughness and perfection of detail that 
one expects from Ernst Lubitsch. The 
settings are excellent, and a most realistic 
atmosphere is secured in the scenes depicting 
student life in Heidelberg. The cast, too, 
could not be improved upon. Ramon Novarro 
treats the character of the young Prince with 
rare understanding. and one can follow the 
soul-disturbing conflict that is all the time 
being carried on in the formation of the 
Prince's character. Norma Shearer is very 
fascinating as the innkeeper’s daughter, but 
there is more than the butterfly in her 
character-study. Jean Hersholt makes the 
part of Dr. Juttner wonderfully. interesting 
He is a loveable character, who obvionsly 
lives for his pnpil. He in constantly creating 
amnsinr situations, all done quite naturally. 
The other parts are played with. full appre. 
ciation, and the crowd and street scenes are 
well staged. 

It is an excellent entertainment, which 
should be very attractive to film patrons,

WIZARDS.

THE POWERS OF 
DARKNESS IN EUROPE.

FEW weeks ago a farmer in Pennsyl- 
vania murdered an elderly oy, i 
bour, and, when he was brought up tor 
trial, solemnly declared that his victim 
had bewitched him. He could not eat, he 
could not sleep and he could not work. 
In short, he was pining away, and the 
only way to remove the spell was to re- 
move the wizard. He had acted in sheer 
self-defence. Unfortunately for him, he 
was tried by a modern court, and not a 
medieval one, and the judge, not being 
a believer in black magic, sentenced him 
to imprisonment for life. 

-Three centuries have — since the 
Puritans of New England hanged witches 
in a frenzy of zeal, since James 1. sat 
down to write his “ Demonology ” with 
all solemnity, and since the smoke of 
burning pyres rose to the skies and 
min led with the screams of the witches. 
To-day it is only in the jungles of Africa, 
the forests of South America and among 
the aborigines of Australia that the witch- 
doctor still reigns supreme. The shadow 
of Black Magic has gone from Europe, 
though in remote country districts the 
people still celebrate May Eve or Wal- 
purgis Night, when the power of evil was 
at its height, and fires are lit to burn the 
witches. 


PAGAN SUPERSTITION. 


Till the end of the last century many 
country people did firmly believe in witch- 
craft, and as late as 1863 a poor, old 
paralysed Frenchman was drowned as a 
wizard in Essex. In the Middle Ages, 
however, belief in witchcraft flourished in 
the castle as well as in the cottage. 
Europe, slowly emerging from a dark 
cloud of superstition, was still haunted 
and devil-ridden. |Were-wolves prowled 
in the villages by — and changed back 
to human form by day. Witches flew up 
the chimney on their broomsticks on their 
way to the unholy orgies known as the 
“ Witches’ Sabbaths ” ; and no one knew if 
the cat purring on the hearth or the owl 
hooting in woods might not be a witch’s 
familiar spirit and a devil in disguise. 
The old gods had gone, but they had left 
behind them a mass of pagan superstition 
which it was to take centuries of 
Christianity to dispel. 

The Devil himself met many a witch 
and offered her wealth and happiness in 
exchange for her soul; and, when she had 
renounced God and trampled on the cross, 
she signed the bargain with her own 
blood. Henceforth, she stole out of the 
house at dead of night when all her family 
slept. Up the chimney went the witch, 
and away on her broomstick over the tops 
of the trees to meet her: demon lover and 
go with him to the “ Witches’ Sabbath.”’ 
At a great banquet, lit by torches and pre 
sided over by the Arch-Devil in the form 
of a great goat, with a black human face, 
witches and devils ate food that had 
neither taste nor nourishment, drank from 
ox-hooves and horses’ skulls, and re- 
counted all the mischief they had done. 
Then they did homage to the great goat, 
who then burnt himself, and the witches 
gathered up his ashes with which to raise 
storms. 

By the end of the fifteenth century 
belief in Black Magic had reached such a 
pitch that the Pope himself took the 
matter in hand. In 1484 he issued a Bull, 
the famous ‘‘ Hammer for Witches,’ pro- 
viding for their inquisition and punish- 
ment. The result was that in many places 
the population lost their heads and ran 
riot. Nine hundred witches perished in 
one small German town, while in Geneva 
five hundred were burned in three months 
in the year 1515. 


A “WITCH CONSPIRACY.” 


In Scotland, always a happy hunting- 
ground for witches, a ‘‘ witch conspiracy ' 
was discovered after the marriage of 
James VI., directed against the King and 
his bride, Anne of Denmark. When the 
witches were brought before him, they 
confessed to having sailed over the sea in 
sieves to meet the Devil, “ at which time 
the witches demanded of the Devil] why 
he did beare such hatred of the King.” 
The Devil answered: ‘‘ By reason that 
the King is the greatest enemie he hath in 
the world.” James, not to be taken in, 
retorted that they “were all extreame 
lyears,” and had them burned. 

The persecutions went on, and, under 
the Puritans, rose to such a pitch that 
three thousand people were burned in 
England under the Long Parliament. 
Witch-finders were employed to detect 
witches, and, naturally enough, as their 
living depended on it, they were not slow 
in finding them. The most common 
accusation was that of making wax images 
of the bewitched person;“The Devil 
teacheth them how to make figures in wax 
and clay,” says King James in his 
‘‘ Demonology ’’-— and then roasting the 
figure until the person died. Two witches 
were burned at Lincoln in 1618 for caus- 
ing the death of Lord Rwss, son of the 


Earl of Rutland, by stealing a hair of his. 


head and burning it, or putting his gloves 
in boiling water. 

As late as 1751, a poor old woman of 
seventy and her husband were dragged 
out of the church, where they had taken 
refuge, and were drowned at Tring. The 
old woman was supposed to have cursed a 
farmer, and the infuriated mob broke into 
the workhouse to find them, ransacked it, 
and looked in cupboards and even in 
drawers in case they should have -changed 
into cats and hidden there. When one of 
the murderers was executed he had to be 
guarded by soldiers to prevent him from 
being rescued. It is significant that the 
laws against witches had not been repealed 
till a few years before this. 

To-day witches belong to fairy tales and 
science has rendered commonplace much 
that was once accounted Black Magic. It 
is strange to find in prosaic Pennsylvania 
a shadow of those dark superstitions of the 
Middle Ages.

Whee the Land Act of 1923 was 
passed it was generally understood that _— 
would be an immediate automatic vesting © 
tenants’ holdings, and it was stated author1- 
tatively in a letter published in your pape 
at the time, that this would be done wit u 
twelve months. It is now five and a hal 
years since the Act became law; very little 
rogress has been made, and cases put in ir 
924 are not yet dealt with. Surely it is a 
great injustice that tenants are, all <n 
years, making payments in lieu of rent whic 
do not help towards repayment of an advance 
for the purchase of their holdings, and leave 
them just as far from becoming tenant pur- 
chasers as they were in 1923. When the 
Free State Government passed such an Act 
there was a statutory obligation on them to 
implement it by appointing sufficient officials 
to carry it out, but the Finance Department 
of the Government decline to go to_this 
expense. I have a case in which the Land 
Commission bought land and brought the 
money to credit in April last, and there the 


‘money lies for ten months because there are 


not sufficient examiners to read the title, 
and the Finance Department will not supply 
them. 

The members of the Vail are paid a salary 
for attending to the business of the country, 
and should, therefore, give some attention to 
the interests of their constituents. I am sur- 
prised that the tenants of the country put up 
with the injustice which is being done to 
them —Yours, etc., ‘* SoLicitor.”’

I have no doubt that what he said 
of Dublin could be said of every other part 
of the Saorstat. With such a condition pre- 
vailing among our youth, one would think 
that the authorities would extend the con- 
tinuation scheme to the fullest extent; but, 
instead of this, they decide to discontinue 
the existing scheme. The madness of such a 
policy should be apparent to every citizen 
who has the progress and the welfare of his 
country at heart. In England the continua- 
tion scheme is being extended year after 


year, and, after day-school, attendance at the 
continuation school is compulsory. 


I appeal 
to your readers to make an effective protest 
against the action of the Government in this 
matter. We cannot build a healthy virile

PROTECTION OF BIRDS.

Srr,—Katharine Tynan asks for a ‘petition 
to the Dail for legislation to protect our 
birds.

In the 
meantime, the cruelties against which we 
protest still continue—the unrestricted 4s: of 
bird-lime, the use of mutilated birds as 
decoys, and the keeping of birds in too small 
cages. Surely nobody can deny that these 
are cruel practices and that they should he 
forbidden by law. May I appeal to some 
members of the Dail to take up the question 
of the re-introduction of the bill ?’—Yours,

LONDON, Monday 

To-night, at the Kingsway Theatre, Mr. 
Philip Ridgeway presented Mrs. A. C. 
Mowatt’s comedy, “ Fashion,’’ or “Life in 
New York.” 

When this play was written in 1845 it was 
intended as a serious satire on New York's 
social life and the exclusiveness of the 
moneyed leaders of society. ‘To-day, it can 
only be regarded as a quaint burlesque or 
historical curiosity, with its exaggerated 
early-Victorian story and antiquated method 
of production. 

e plot deals with the troubles of a New 
York merchant, who has an extravagant wife 
and pretty daughter. His business is in a 
parlous state and his confidential clerk 
demands the hand of the daughter; otherwise 
he will broadcast the merchant's financial 
difficulties. 

Other people involved in this domestic 
turmoil imelude a French Count, who Os 
favoured as a suitor by the mother; a French 
maid, with whom it is obvious the Count is on 
familiar terms: a pure and noble-minded 
governess, who is loved by an equaliy pure 
and manly Colonel, and one of nature's honest 
gentlemen, who turns out to be the grand- 
father of the governess. 

The actors have treated their parts with 
the requisite seriousness, and their sincerity 
has the effect of making the whole thing more 
humorous. Music and song are interspersed, 
regardless of their relevancy to the story, and 
some of the ballads are exquisitely amusing. 

Mr. Peter Godfrey has produced the play 
with skill, imagination and considerable in- 
genuity; while Miss Helena Pickard, Miss 
Viola Lyel, Miss Marie Dainton, Miss Helen 
Debroy Somers, Mr. W. E. C. Jenkins, Mr. 
Norman Shelley, Mr. Harold Young and Mr. 
‘Godfrey himself are some of the talented 
people who, by their clever acting, help to 
make the plav enjovable.

The English are a shy people where 
their feelings are concerned. .A sort of 
Spartan concealment is natural to them— 
they do ‘not affect it—and they are apt 
to hold in good-humoured contempt those 
more volatile Europeans-who wear their 
hearts upon their sleeves, By no event 
in recent years has England been moved 
more ‘deeply. than. by the King’s illness. 
The whole nation, as it were, sat by the 
sick-bed. It shared the long ordeal of 
suspense, watched the slow symptoms. of 
improvement and rejoiced in the promise 
of convalescence ; but always it was chary. 
of words. Its newspapers, attuning them- 
selves to the national temper, refused, at 
the most. anxious hour, to indulge in 
dirges, as now, they refuse to indulge in 
dithyrambics; So: it befalls that we must 
go elsewhere for a vivid interpretation 
of the feelings that England herself has 
been unable, or unwilling, to express. 
The Times quotes: from an article in the 
Madrid newspaper, EL Sol; which shows 
how a Spanish mind responded: to the 
drama of King George’s illness. To this 
writer the word “convalescence ” suggests 
the last chord of a piece played by a 
marvellous orchestra. The critical stage 
was marked by the: low murmur of the 
people and the grave accent of the doctors. 
Then came a moment. of thundering 
and trepidation—of resounding orchestral 
effects—when the two Princes started on 
their great rush across Africa; and the 
‘King’s revival was a methodical crescendo. 
The supreme artists of this drama were 
the doctors. “ What wonderful soloists,” 
says the Spanish writer, ‘‘are those five 
or six doctors !— . 

They have known how to forget both 
the public and thé crown on the head of their 
patient.

They reminded one of those famous 
communiqués of the war which, confessing 
reverses, expressed the greatness of England 
better than when they registered victories.

claimed to be the centre of Ireland, 
Excavations have been carried out by 
Professor R. A. S. Macalister and Pr, 
R. Lloyd Praeger. The excavations suv- 
gest that the hill-top was the site of 
a prehistoric—probably Bronze Age— 
sanctuary, consisting of a circular ditch, 
or system of ditches, enclosing circles of 
upright posts, such as those which once 
formed Woodhenge, near Amesbury, 
Wilts.

LIVERPOOL, Monday Night. 
_ The Committee of the Waterloo Cup meet- 
ing is sorely perplexed. Last week the Cup 
Carnival at Altcar had to be ned, the 
und at The Withins and Lydiate bei 
rost-bound. ‘I'he new date for the draw ae 
banguet was February 19, but in the eatly 
forenoon to-day the Committee, acting on the 
advice of the Earl of Sefton, decided on a 
further postponement to February 26. A 
thaw set in today in Liverpool, but the 
frost had penetrated so much into the soft, 
spongy turf at Altcar that there was ne 
oo gy of coursing being practicable this 
week. 

One trouble, however, does not come alone, 
and the outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease in 
the district has accentuated the difficulties of 
the Committee. The Withins is outside the 
affected area, but Lydiate, where the big 
test is held on the second day, is just inside 
it. Hence the increased anxiety, for there 
is always the chance of infection spreading. 
Greyhounds come into the prohibition order, 
and to hold the meeting at Lydiete the Com- 
mittee would have to obtain a special permit 
from the Ministry of Agriculture, 

live seasons ago, owing to an outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease, the Cup had to be 
postponed for a month, and it was held then 
only by the special permission of the Ministry. 

COMMITTEE TO DECIDE ON FRIDAY. 

The position will be reviewed by the Ear! 
of Sefton, Lord Tweedmouth, Sir John 
Humphery, and: Major C. Blundell on next 
Friday in London. 

It is stated that the National meeting at 
Clonmel next week, and the effect which a 
clashing of fixtures would cause, have also 
been considered by the Committee, which is 
anxious, if possible, to avoid coming up 
against the Irish meeting. 

As a matter of fact, in view of all the 
circumstances, there is the likelihood of the 
Cup being postponed until March 12, as 
occurred five years ago, Not for more than 
forty years has a committee of the Waterloo 
Cup been faced with such a serious problem 
as confronts it; it is forty-one years since 
the meeting ran into the third week. 

COGS GONE AMISS. 

The extraordinary development, needless to 
say, will make the Cup meeting, when it is 
held, one of the most remarkable in its 
history. The dogs nominated up to yesterday 
week had been trained to the “ hour,” and 
even had WM. been possible to course this week 
we would have had many upsets, as the 
result of dogs having gone back through 
lack of work. Their enforced  idle- 
ness this week—and possibly next also— 
Is certain to still further mar their prospects. 
Indeed, already several have gone amiss, and 
Wise Counsellor, about whom I had a strong 
“tip ” last Monday at Liverpool, is "down ” 
with rheumatism. 

The five Irish candidates—Figaro, Main 
Guard, Glerogue, War Debt and Myra’s 
Fancy—it is stated, are to be sent home. In 
alt probability their nominators will stand 
by them when it is decided to hold the draw; 
but it may be taken for granted that many 
of the cross-Channel nominators will be 
obliged to change their plans, and that the 
draw will not be anything like as representa- 
tive as.it would have been had the frost not 
intervened. 

MA.TER McGRATH’S COLD BATH. 
The drains at Altcar are frozen hard, a 
circumstance which recalls the accident to 
Master McGrath in 1870. Lord Lurgan’s 
black had in 1868 and 1869 won the Cup, 
but in the following year he fell into a 
frozen drain when he had the course won 
(he narrowly escaped drowning), and lost it. 
The following season, however, he triumphed 
for the third time, and held the record for 
the greatest number of Cup wins until 
Colonel North's Fullerton beat it by achiev- 
ing his fourth successive victory in 1892— 
a feat which the Mighty McGrath must have 
equalled but for his accident twenty-two 
years previously, 

Master MeGrath was one of the greatest 
greyhounds that won the Cup; Ireland or 
England have never produced anything ap- 


proaching his equals as a brilliant runner, 


and yet, strange to say, he was ‘‘discovered’’ 
hy a mere accident. 

At the time Lord Lurgan, Mr. Joseph 
Taylor and Mr, 8. Swinburne (Mr. Water- 
house) formed a coursing confederacy. Mr. 
Swinburne was the owner of that remarkable 
bitch, S.S., which ran up for the Purse in 
1870 (the year Master McGrath took his 
cold bath).

BELFAST, Monday Night. 
Rugby enthusiasts in Ulster had a shock 

this morning when they learned that the 

Ireland v. Wales match, fixed for March 9th, 

might be played in Dublin, owing to the 

condition of the Ravenhill Road, which is at 
present undergoing repair. 

The sale of tickets for the match, it was 
stated, had been stopped, and an alnounce- 
ment as to the decision of the Irish Rugby 
Union was to be made in the course of a day 
cr two. 

Mr. G. G. McCrea, a former President of 
the Irish Rugby Union and the Northern 
Branch, said that the condition of the Raven- 
hill Road at present made it absolutely im- 
possible to attempt to bring 30,000 people. 
dozevs of tramecars, and upwards. ot a 
thousand motor cars to Ravewhill Park. 

The road had been pulled up along one side 
for over a quarter cf a mile close to Raven- 
hill Park, and on the other side sand and 
grave! had been dumped. Dense traffic 
winding out to the match would assured!y 
produce a tremendous block, and people could 
not get into the grounds. 

The Rugby authorities had approached the 
Beliast Corporation, asking them to clear the 
road; and, unless they did so, it would be 
impossible te hold the match in Belfast. 

Mr. McCrea did not think that the work 
could be completed in time, and in that case 
the game would be played in Dublin. 

Yesterday a deputation from the Northern 
Branch, consisting of Messrs. F. J. Strain, 
G. G. McCrea, and A. EF, Greer, met repre: 
sentatives of the Improvement Committee of 
the Beliast Corporation and the City Sur- 
veyor, and at the close of the conference the 
following etatement was issued :-- 

“On Monday last representatives of the 
Rugby Union came here and received an 
assurance that the road would be available 
to receive the traffic which was expected to 
pass over it on the date in question; in other 
words, that the road would be practically 
clear of obstructions. The Rugby Union, 
apparently as a result of subsequent my BY, 
tion, were not quite satisfied, and, ip fact, 
had considerable doubt as to this being a 
possible proposition, their fears being 
strengthened by the prolonged spell of frost 
and severe weather, when the work was un- 
avoidably suspended. A_ further interview 
took place to-day with the chairman of the 
Improvement Committee, the ward repre- 
sentative on that Committee, the Town Clerk 
and the City Surveyor, and the Rugby 
officials have received a definite assurance 
that the road will be cleared of all obstacles 
and be available to reeeive all the traffic 
expected in good time for March 9.”
